on the start a heavy burden of debt 
was assumed, and right in the face of 
the croaking neighbors, who predicted 
certain ruin.

The Successful Breeder 


HE OCCUPATION of the breeder 
T is one of intense interest and 
the field a large and profitable one. 
Even to the person who has won the 
highest honors and the greatest suc- 
cess that are possible in the commer- 
cial world there is something about 
the raising and development of thor- 
oughbred stock that appeals to him as 
nothing else can. 

Of the successful breeder much can 
be said. He is thoroughly in love 
with his work and deeply interested in 
the creatures with which he comes in 
daily contact. He not only loves his 
work but looks upon his calling as one 
of dignity in which the opportunities 
are almost unbounded and the task 
worthy of ability of the very highest 
type. He is actuated by high ideals 
rather than mere personal gain and 
places the improvement of his own 
herd above price. 

The work of the successful breeder 
stands second to no other form of art 
and he enters into the work with the 
Same enthusiasm that has inspired 
the great artists and painters. He is 
patient and persistent and willing to 
work year after year waiting for re- 
sults. He gives his careful personal 
attention to every part of his business 
and is thus able to anticipate the 
needs of his stock. He is a keen ob- 
server, quick to detect a fault, and 
sees the dangers that threaten and in 
many instances is able to avoid them

before great harm has been done. This 
applies not only to the daily conduct 
of the business and the ever changing 
details but also to animals that lack 
prepotency, and by detecting them 
before great harm has been done their 
influence may often be eliminated. He 
knows that neglect means failure and 
that “a stitch in: time saves nine.” 
Bravely he meets trials and disap- 
pointments and from defeat gathers 
new inspiration. He has great de- 
cision of character and is willing to 
act upon his own judgment but yet is 
able to see and acknowledge a mis- 
take when made. He is honest and 
upright, modest and unassuming and 
when in doubt cautious. He is always 
kind and gentle and never tolerates 
harshness and brutality. 

He is broad minded, seeking valu- 
able information from the Agricultural 
departments and the press. He is 
also quick to profit from the exper- 
iences of others. He loves to study 
the history of the breed and follow 
the part that the various families have 
taken in the general progress. He also 
studies the pedigrees of the leading 
animals and thus becomes familiar 
with the breeding that has produced 
the greatest results. He understands 
the importance of registering his 
stock promptly and of carefully keep- 
ing all of his records and as Prof. 
Davenport has well said, “Nothing is 
clearer than that the successful breed- 


er of the future will be a bookkeeper 
and a statistician.” 

He values fashion only as it is as- 
sociated with great vigor, vitality and 
constitution. He knows that the abil- 
ity of the cow is measured by her 
powers of digestion and assimilation 
and that her usefulness is in propor- 
tion to these powers. With the cow 
as with the race horse he knows that 
staying powers and persistency are 
the foundation of success. He under- 
stands that some families possess 
much greater vitality and constitution 
than other families and that these 
powers are transmitted to the off- 
spring. We cannot get the power of 
a 30 horse-power engine from a 2 
horse-power engine nor can we get 
great results for a long period of time 
from an animal that does not possess 
great vigor and vitality. 

It has well been said that a breeder 
who has no definite ideal in mind is 
like a sailor without a compass and 
never knows just where he is drift- 
ing. Certainly to be able to see things 
as they should be is a great power and 
a continual inspiration and the suc- 
cessful breeder must have a vision of 
the perfect animal and be able 
through careful breeding and selec- 
tion to obtain the realization of that 
dream. True, we may never realize 
our ideals but the-thought of them 
leads us continually on to better and 
better results, and it is this longing 
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for that which is better that has led 
to the development and improvement 
of the past. 

I think it was Goethe who said “Man 
is always achieving the impossible,” 
and certainly the men who have ac- 
complished the great things are the 
men who have had a vision and 
worked continually and persistently 
along certain definite lines. Men who 
work in a haphazard, changeable way 
never accomplish great results and 
nowhere does this apply more than to 
the work of the breeder who must con- 
centrate all of his powers on the one 
purpose, the creation of a more beau- 
tiful form and the endowment of that 
form with greater functions of use- 
fulness. 

In a general way it may be said 
that each animal takes fifty per cent 
of its characteristics from its parents, 
twenty-five per cent from its grand- 
parents twelve and one-half per cent 
from its great grandparents and so on 
to the more distant ancestors. but in 
actual practice this theory does not 
always work out as stated because 
animals that are very strongly bred 
are almost sure to exercise a very 
marked influence in determining the 
character of the offspring and thus the 
exact proportions above mentioned are 
not preserved. 

The theory that “like produces like” 
is the great foundation upon which the 
work of every successful breeder must 
rest. This principle must be kept 
constantly in mind but alone it will 
not give the greatest possible results. 
With this great fundamental principle 
the breeder must constantly keep in 
mind the principle of variation. Of 
this great principle Darwin wrote as 
follows: “Variation leads; the breeder 
follows.” Or as Thompson puts it, 
“Variation leads and_ selection fol- 
lows.” 

The experienced breeder is some- 
times able to encourage favorable var- 
iations and by persistent efforts these 
favorable variations become fixed. He 
must be quick to detect improvement 
and equally quick to detect undesir- 
able variations and eliminate them. 
He instantly recognizes an animal of 
unusual merit or prepotency and when 
such an animal is found he is quick 
to take advantage of the situation. It 
will thus be seen that variation and 
selection go hand in hand, the one 
taking advantage of the opportunities 
that the other affords. 

In applying the principles of selec- 
tion the breeder must be painstaking, 
persistent and a very close student 
of both conformation and perform- 
ance. He understands that not all 
of the animals produced will be first- 
class and that the effect of selection 
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increases as the years go by. In pass- 
ing judgment he must be critical and 
a competent judge. He must also be 
patient for as a rule desirable varia- 
tions come little by little. 

In considering the mating of ani- 
mals which affords the greatest op- 
portunity for encouraging desirable 
variations we are reminded of the 
story of the great painter who when 
asked how he mixed his colors replied 
“With brains.” As the painter knows 
and -uderstands his colors so the 
breeder must understand and appre- 
ciate both the strong and the weak 
points of his animals and their natural 
tendency in the way of reproduction 
when mated with certain other ani- 
mals. He must be a close student of 
cause and effect and must understand 
so far as possible the principles by 
which improvement can be made. He 
must accept the good in the estab- 
lished principles of breeding and in 
doing that recognizes the old maxim 
“Breed the best to the best.” seer c 

In studying the history of the breed 
and the causes of advancement much 
will be found to have been due to a 
few prepotent animals and their de- 





great is more apt to transmit those 
qualities than an animal having only 
one or two great ancestors. In the 
sire we should look for great vigor 
and character. We should also bear 
in mind that a sire that comes from 
a herd that is strongly bred along the 
line of a fixed type is most apt to be 
prepotent. We may also expect more 
from an animal whose sire and dam 
have proven to be unusually prepotent 
than wouid ordinarily be expected and 
it is likely that an animal that is judi- 
ciously line bred will be more apt to 
be prepotent than an animal of more 
mixed breeding because if the ances- 
tors of the animal in mind have re- 
sembled each other he will have a 
greater tendency to reproduce those 
qualities. It will also be found that 
animals of a strong constitution are 
more apt to transmit their character- 
istics, other things being equal, than 
are animals of less constitution and 
vigor. 

It- will. also. be found wise to judge 
of the pedigree more from the stand- 
point of the entire family from which 
the animal comes than from the stand- 
point of any one great individual. In

scendants and therefore it becomes all 
important to obtain as much knowl- 
edge as possible along the line of 
knowing how to detect prepotency. 
Prepotency is said to be “the superior 
influence of one parent over the other 
in determining the character of the 
offspring,” and we all know of what 
great value this characteristic is 
when found, but finding it is a very 
difficult task and we can only make 
a few suggestions that may be of help 
in choosing a prepotent sire. 

We all know that “the sire is more 
than half the herd’ and that very 
great care should be exercised in the 
choice of such an animal. A sire 
many of whose near relatives are 


judging of the pedigree we should re- 
member that good qualities alone add 
value to a pedigree. “Individual ex- 
cellence by inheritance’? is the thing 
we should look for in connection with 
performance. 

Prof. Eckles of the Missouri Agricul- 
tural Department in discussing the 
question of a sire says that if a bull 
has sired many high-testing daughters 
the chances are his sons will also 
transmit these characteristics. Along 
the same line is a statement made by 
Prof. Pearl of the Maine Agricultural 
Department. He said “But it is a plain 
common-sense proposition that the 
most valuable animal as a breeder is 
the one that get progeny that are high 
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grade performers.” If there are weak- 
nesses to be overcome great care 
should be exercised in the effort to get 
a sire that is unusually strong in those 
particular points. 

We believe that you will all agree 
with us in the statement that no in- 
vestment is of more importance to a 
breeder than the choice of a sire and 
that money invested in a well chosen 
sire is of the utmost importance. An 
investment that pays six per cent per 
annum is an extra good one but a good 
sire will pay one hundred per cent or 
more each year and the profits that 
can be made on money invested in a 
first-class sire read like a fairy tale. 
We believe there is no investment 
that a breeder makes that means so 
much to him and if he fails to see the 
importance of getting the best pos- 
sible sire to head his herd he is cer- 
tainly making the mistake of a life 
time. 

While certain qualities are “bred 
in the bone” yet in order to produce 
perfect animals we must not only have 
inheritance from within but opportun- 
ities from without in the way of care 
and nourishment in order to secure 
the best possible results. As soon as 
conception takes place the forces of 
environment or outside influences be- 
gin to be felt and from that time on 
the animal must have plenty of nour- 
ishment. The successful breeder 
knows that he cannot expect some- 
thing from nothing and realizes that 
the animal must have good care and 
plenty of food. Throughout the ani- 
mal and vegetable world we have 
thousands of examples to illustrate 
the loss of inherited excellence 
through lack of proper feeding. When 
an animal is once stunted for lack of 
food it is difficult to regain the lost 
ground. 

In discussing the development of 
stock Prof. Davenport writes as fol- 
lows: “There is no better maxim for 
the breeder than this: The results of 
good feed are transmitted to the off- 
spring in the form of a vigorous con- 
stitution and large powers of assimi- 
lation and of service.” Good feeding 
consists in giving abundant nourish- 
ment not at irregular intervals but 
constantly and in a regular way and 
certainly each animal should have 
every possible opportunity to develop 
to its fullest possible extent. Sunshine 
and fresh air cost nothing and of 
these every animal should have a 
great abundance. 

Giving the breeder credit with be- 
ing a first class judge of conformation 
and dairy functions there yet remains 
one test without which no one can 
reach the highest possible degree of 
success. I refer to the scales and 
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Babcock test as applied under the 
supervision of the Agricultural De- 
partments of the various states. This 
system of “Advanced Registry” is 
more important in the matter of se- 
lection than any other aid that we 
have and cannot be ignored without 
great financial loss. Of this system 
Prof. Davenport speaks as follows: 
“Tf the ‘Advanced Registry’ of some of 
the dairy breeds can be safeguarded 
against abuses, and then be used as 
a basis for selection, it will be of un- 
told benefit to the breeds and to the 
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full of advertisements that are living 
witnesses to the fact that judicious 
advertising does pay. Many a large 
fortune has been made by advertising 
and sometimes there may have been 
some question as to the desirability 
of the goods advertised but when we 
are advertising pure-bred stock we 
certainly have something to offer that 
in nearly every case will be worth 
to the buyer in the long run many 
times the price he pays for it. Adver- 
tising broadens our market to the far- 
thest limits of the country and even

country at large.” In short, this sys- 
tem when used furnishes to each ani- 
mal a sure means of registering her 
ability in the way of performance. 
Superb dairy conformation and strong 
constitution certainly indicate merit 
but large official records prove it. The 
cow that not only fills the require- 
ments of our vision but is also able 
to make good under this system is 
indeed the greatest fulfillment of our 
dreams. 

A breeder who takes advantage of 
the privileges afforded by the Ad- 
vanced Registry system of the various 
breeds is sure to receive a large 
amount of free advertising but with 
stock that is well bred, well reared 
and carefully developed he is sooner 
or later pretty sure to find himself 
asking this question: “How shall I 
dispose of my surplus stock to the 
best advantage?” Among the means 
that are open to all and surest to bring 
good returns is that of judicious ad- 
vertising. 

To-day we believe that it is hardly 
necessary to urge the importance of 
advertising because the best maga- 
zines of the country, the daily papers 
and the agricultural papers are all 


beyond the seas. It enables us to 
place the merits of our stock before 
the attention of buyers in every mar- 
ket. A good advertisement must at- 
tract the attention of the buyer, hold 
his interest until it is read to the end 
and eventually lead to an inquiry or 
a visit. The headlines should if pos- 
sible be so worded that they will at- 
tract attention and as a rule we be- 
lieve it is best not to crowd too much 
into any given space but make clear 
and concise statements. Desirable 
photegraphs are one of the best means 
of advertising and while good photo- 
graphs of farm animals are very hard 
to get we believe they are always a 
paying investment. zs 

Of the art of salesmanship much 
could be said but we will only touch 
upon a few points that seem to us to 
be all-important. In the first place 
every breeder of pure-bred stock if 
he would reap a permanent degree of 
success must establish a reputation 
for fair and honorable business meth- 
ods. “An honest product truthfully 
represented” will give to the breeder 
the consciousness of having dealt fair- 
ly and squarely with every customer. 


That in itself should be sufficient but. 
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a policy of that kind faithfully followed 
year after year will result in a repu- 
tation that will add value to every 
animal in the herd. He should be fair 
and frank and follow the Golden Rule 
at least to the extent of advising each 
customer in the way that is for the 
real good of the customer. The friends 
and satisfied customers that a course 
of this kind is sure to make will add 
not only to the profits but very mater- 
ially increase the pleasure of the busi- 
ness. 

In the business world to-day effi- 
ciency is the keynote and is the 
thing for which the best minds are 
continually reaching out. A_ short 
time ago I was talking with the presi- 
dent and manager of one of the largest 
manufacturing plants in the country 


An Outline 


HE grand old man of the Holstein- 

Friesian Association is S. Hoxie, 
originator of the Advanced Registry 
system that has done more than any- 
thing else to give the Holstein Friesian 
breed its present standing and popu- 
larity. Before the establishment of 
the present organization, as Secretary 
of the Dutch Friesian Association and 
editor of its herd books, Mr. Hoxie 
was for some years engaged in mis- 
sionary work valuable to the breed; 
but it is interesting to note that not 
until he was forty-five years old did 
he become actively engaged in the 
work in which he was to achieve an 
enduring reputation. For he was 
born in 1829, and it was in 1874 that 
he first assisted in an important Hol- 
stein enterprise—the founding of the 
Unadilla Valley Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociation. This organization did much 
for the early upbuilding of Holstein 
interests, and to its effective efforts 
undoubtedly belongs the credit for the 
later pre-eminence of the dairy indus- 
try in Madison and Chenango coun- 
ties. The present Madison-Chenango 
Holstein Breeders’ Club is the logical 
successor to the parent society which 
Mr. Hoxie helped to establish. 

We are told that Mr. Hoxie as a boy 
had to endure the hardships and pri- 
vations incident to pioneer life in a 
newly settled country—and he is thus 
in the same class with other distin- 
guished Americans who acquired their 
early training in the School of Ad- 
versity. 

In 1879, as the agent of the Unadilla 
Valley Stock Breeders’ Association, 
Mr. Hoxie selected in Holland an im- 
portation of cattle, and in later trips 
made for the same progress, he took 
occasion to study the black and white 
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and he told me that he had employed 
experts to come into his plant and 
carefully study all of the operations 
by which their product was manu- 
factured just for the purpose of in- 
creasing the efficiency of the men 
and machinery employed. As a result 
he was able to make a reduction of 
over twenty-five per cent in the cost 
of production. 

Without promptness we cannot have 
efficiency and we know of no one 
quality in the breeder that is more 
important than that of promptness. 
“Do it now” should be the motto of 
every breeder because as a rule noth- 
ing but misfortune and failure can 
come from procrastination. Each day 
brings its cares and its duties and un- 
less we meet them promptly and do

The task confronting Mr. Hoxie was 








4 formidable one, and in his efforts he 
was opposed by some who might have 
been expected to help instead of hin- 
der; but resolutely and unfalteringly 
he persisted in the face of opposition 
and discouragement, and_ carried 
through to a successful conclusion the 
establishment of the splendid system 
that will always stand as a monument 
to his genius and devotion. 

Mr. Hoxie wrought for the sake of 
the work. His heart and soul were 
devoted to the cause, and his was the 
kind of interest that distinguishes 
every true loyal worker. 
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For much of the work that Mr. Hox- 
ie did for the Association and the 
breed, he never received any financial 
remuneration, and during the twenty 
years that he filled the important 
office of Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry his compensation was very 
inadequate. It was, therefore, the 
more fitting that the organization 
which he did so much to upbuild, 
should remember him in his declining 
years and vote him an annuity of 
$300.00, as was done in the annual 
meeting in June, 1912. The motion 
proposing this appropriation was en- 
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thusiastically received, and the vote 
was carried through with unanimous 
approval. It is only to be regretted 
that this action was not taken earlier. 

Mr. Hoxie, still intellectually vigor- 
ous, is now residing in Edmeston, N. 
Y., where he lived as a boy. It is 
hoped that he may yet be spared for 
many years of continued usefulness. 
His name is intimately identified with 
the best traditions of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, and with his depar- 
ture we shall lose an historic land- 
mark, linking the present with a mem- 
orable past. 


New Light on the Color Question 


E KOL 2d was born in 1884, 
thirty years ago and as a 
four-year-old made a_ private rec- 
ord of 30 odd pounds of butter 
in a week, the’ sensational rec- 
ord of the time (in later years she al- 
so took the world’s official butter rec- 
ord). She and most of her daugh- 
ters and sons were largely white in 
color. Here was the foundation and 
beginning of what afterward grew to 
be a decided preference for the white 
or light colored Holstein. 

De Kol 2d was a great cow. Her 
achievements as a producer, were, all 
things considered, greater than those 
of any of our present day champions. 
She also had the ability to transmit 
through her'sons her great producing 
tendencies and it is only justice to 
claim for her, that she has exerted a 
more far reaching influence for better 
dairy cattle than any other cow. 

Of course all breeders of Holsteins 
immediately desired the blood of De 
Kol 2d in their herd and with the 
demand for her blood quite naturally 
came also the demand for animals of 
her light color. Up to that time the 
prevailing color had been rather more 
black than white and the ideal color- 
ing was black, with white over shoul- 
ders and hips, belly, legs, one-half of 
tail, star, etc. The mottled or spotted 
animal was not regarded so highly but 
when the off colored cow (De Kol 2d) 
attained the extreme of popularity 
she, as we have explained before, 
quite naturally popularized her own 
color. Her best son, De Kol 2d’s But- 
ter Boy 3d, by the way, was decidedly 
more black than white, at least three- 
fourths black. Now this desire for 
light colored animals has gradually 
grown for many years and it is only 
within the past year or two that sen- 
timent seems to be changing. 

The beginner with his limited knowl- 
edge of the game did know that he 
wanted animals carrying the blood of

De Kol 2d and he had heard that white 
was the style, so he insisted on light 
color also. 

What has brought about the late 
change from white to black? The very

same thing that brought the white fad 
in, in the first place, during the last 
few years it has been nearly always 
the black cow that has turned the 
trick and all of our forty-pound cows 
are black. This might seem strange 
when every one has been breeding for 
the light ones for years, in fact it 
does seem almost unbelieveable, un- 
less we go back and dig up the reason. 

When we were all after the light 
colored cattle our black calves came 
unwelcome, we offered them at a low 
price and they were apt to go where 
they would be unheard of and com- 
paratively speaking, exert no influence 
on the breed; unless these black 
calves were from our very best cows 
or showed remarkable promise. We 
could not sacrifice De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, De Kol Burke, Pontiac Korn-

dyke, and animals of that character 
just because they were black, but 
their remarkable qualities and breed- 
ing gave them an opportunity in spite 
of their color, and so it was that a 





black animal, in order to be retained 
in a good herd and given the good 
opportunity, had to outrank his lighter 
colored brother in everything else but 
color. 

This fad for light color started twen- 
ty-five years ago and is it strange then 
that the process of selection, that de- 
manded of a dark animal superior 
qualities in every other way, should 
now show its influence, and our dark 
animals be our best? 

K. P. Pontiac Lass, world’s record 
butter cow from seven to one hundred 
days; Banostine Belle De Kol, world’s 
butter record cow for a year; Margie 
Newman, world’s milk record for one 
day; Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke, 
world’s milk record from seven to one 
hundred days; Creamelle Vale, year’s 
world milk record, head the long list 
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of dark colored cows which are to-day 
making our breed famous. 

Isn’t your own best cow dark? This 
is just another instance where an im- 
material fad has tended to retard the 
dairy cow from greater production. 
Of late the color sentiment among 
Holstein breeders has been changing 
again; the matter of color has been 
receiving considerable comment 
through the Holstein papers, and the 
tendency is swinging toward the black. 

Now, let’s not carry this too far, 
the idea that light color or dark color 
has in itself any intrinsic value or 
any bearing on production is absurd. 
Let us forget color and base our meas- 
ure of value upon the individual ex- 
cellence of the animal, her past per- 
formance and the records, transmit- 
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ting powers and individuality of her 
ancestors. Forget color, make no dis- 
crimination against an animal because 
he is white or because he is black. If 
you are raising Holstein cattle simply 
for pleasure, and do not have at heart 
the advancement of the breed, indulge 
your color fancy for light or dark 
to your heart’s content; but the dyed- 
in-the-wool Holstein men,the men who 
make it a business, and the men on 
whom the future of the breed depends, 
should join together and declare that 
there is no color fad, and if your dec- 
laration comes from the heart and is 
backed up by your breeding plans and 
your dollars, the color fad, which has 
proven the stumbling block for near- 
ly every breed of pedigreed cattle, will 
be forever put aside, no longer to re- 
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Holstein prgress; and in years to come 
the extreme black and the extreme 
white will blend together and without 
thinking about it, we will have again 
the handsome Holstein of years ago.

HE essential characteristic of the 

Holstein-Friesian cow is her abil- 
ity to produce large quantities of milk, 
and while she is also the greatest but- 
ter producer of the breed, normally 
her achievements along this line are 
due more to her superior milk produc- 
tion than to a high percentage of but- 
ter fat. 

It seems to be the opinion among 
far-seeing breeders that the future 
trend will be in the direction of great- 
er milk production rather than an ab- 
normal percentage of butter fat. This 
is as it should be, as our breeders will 
then develop the Black and White 
cow along the lines in which she has 
been bred for centuries. 

Every cattle man, and a good many 
others as well, know that it takes a 
good cow to produce 100 lb. milk in a 
day, and that it takes an even better 
one to produce 700 lb. in a week. It

is a test that cannot be controverted 
by any suspicion of abnormality. If she 
can turn the trick, she deserves 4 
place in the front rank. But our Amer- 
ican breeders have apparently consid- 
ered it as a goal hardly worth their 
effort, for while there are numerous 
instances of two, and even three, gen- 
erations of cows that have produced 
30 lb. butter in seven days, but one 
breeder in the United States has yet 
been able to announce a dam and 
daughter each with official records 
above 700 lb. milk in 7 days. 

Canada has boasted one such it- 
stance for the past two years, but now 
our neighbors across the border have 
gone a step farther, and can show 
three generations of cows, each above 
700 lb., the average for the three be 
ing 740.1 lb., and the highest record 
one of the three being only a 4yr 
old.

Her 30-day butter 
record is the second largest ever made 
in her class, being the largest ever 
made in Canada in any class. Her 
milk records are also the largest ev- 
er made in Canada, regardless of age. 

This is indeed a triumph in the art 
of breeding, and let us give our un- 
reserved admiration to the skill of 


our Canadian brothers which has 
made possible this epoch-making 
achievement. 


May it be an inspiration to more 
scientific effort along this line in the 
future.

Editorials 


The recent attempt to 
secure compulsory in- 
spection for every herd 
of dairy cattle in New 
York State if enacted into law cannot 
fail to produce results. 

The plan provides for a_ careful 
physical examination of every animal 
for the purpose of eliminating all that 
are a menace to health. It is presumed 
that the most of the animals that are 
dangerous will show physical indica- 
tions of disease, and on the other 
hand, that animals pronounced physi- 
cally sound by a veterinarian qualified 
to judge, are healthy to all intents and 
purposes and as such perfectly safe 
for the dairy. 

Therefore, to distinguish between 
eattle that are dangerous and those 
that are safe, to do away with the for-

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mer and save the latter, is the aim of 
the physical test. Whether or not 
the animals of either class would re- 
act to the tuberculin test is immater- 
ial, provided that the physical examin- 
ation answers its purpose of separat- 
ing the unsafe from the safe. 

It would seem that the methods un- 
der which the tuberculin test is being 
applied in all the States, are not cal- 
culated to prove effective in overcom- 
ing tuberculosis. The test is common- 
ly administered only as a necessary 
incident to the traffic in improved 
cattle, and the fact that it has come 
to be regarded as a necessary evil in- 
dicates a regretable lack of co-opera- 
tion between State authorities and 
dairymen in this important matter of 
improving the health of the bovine 
community. Under the present plan, 
animals of the better sort are tested 
and retested, and even condemned and 
slaughtered, while the animals of the 
common or inferior sort, kept under 
conditions that make them really dan- 
gerous, are allowed to spread conta- 
gion unmolested. 

Compulsory eradication of all ani- 
mals that are manifestly diseased is 
necessary if any real progress is to 
be made. Physical inspection for the 
purpose of discovering the diseased 
animals is certainly better than no 
inspection at all, and if practiced, is 
bound to accomplish more than has 
yet been gained through the irregular 
and haphazard application of the tu- 
berculin test. E. M. H.

Isaac Dalrymple 


The following obituary notice, from 
the Norwich Sun, gives the estimate 
of a neighbor concerning a man whose 
influence was not limited to his home 
community. As a Holstein breeder, 
member of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, and for many years 
one of its officers, Mr. Dalrymple ac- 
quired an honorable reputation in the 
goodly company of America’s most 
progressive dairymen; among whom 
he was recognized as a man of genu- 
ine worth. The Editors of the World 
chronicle his departure with sincere 
regret. 

“Isaac Dalrymple died at his home 
near North Otselic about 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning, aged 54 years. 
Death was due to pneumonia which 
Mr. Dalrymple contracted through 
exposure while fighting fire at the 
home of a neighbor. 

Isaac Dalrymple was the son of 
Charles C. and Caroline Marden Dal- 
rymple, and was born in the town of 
Otselic August 31, 1860. His grand- 
father, Eli Dalrymple, was one of the 
pioneers of the Otselic valley, coming 
there from Massachusetts in 1833. He 
was educated in the district schools of 
Otselic and at the Norwich Academy. 
The death of his father in 1877, when 
Isaac was 17 years of age, left upon 
his shoulders the responsibility for 
the care of the family and a home 
farm heavily mortgaged. To this dis- 
heartening task he applied himself 
with that faithfulness and determina- 
tion which has characterized his pri- 
vate and public life, and succeeded. 

January 3, 1882, he married Rosa M. 
Hagerty, daughter of Richard Hager- 
ty, of Otselic, who with two sons, 
Charles C. and David B. Hill Dal- 
rymple, survives. 

He was a member of Otselic Grange 
Patrons of Husbandry, Georgetown 
lodge No. 679, I. O. O. F., and George- 
town lodge No. 726, F. & A. M., being 
a past master of the last named. 


In politics Mr. Dalrymple was al- 
ways identified with the Democratic 
party, but never with the factional 
differences within his party. His poli- 
tical creed was faithful and efficient 
service and to his public duties he 
gave the same conscientious atten- 
tion as.to his private affairs. This 
reputation earned for him the confi- 
dence of the community in which he 
lived and he was repeatedly elected 
to office overcoming big adverse party 
majorities. In 1883, when only 23 


years of age, he was elected Supervi- 
sor, and served for three years. Again 
in 1896, he was elected to the same 
office and served continuously until 
1908 when he was elected County Su- 
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perintendent of Poor, which position 
he held until January, 1913. He also 
served his town as railroad commis- 
sioner for many years and for a long 
term was postmaster at North Otselic, 
maintaining the office for the accom- 
modation of his neighbors and at great 
inconvenience to himself. 

In 1918 Governor Sulzer appointed 
Mr. Dalrymple to the board of the 
State Industrial Farm Colony and it 
was expected that ultimately, upon 
the permanent organization of the 
board, he would become its secretary. 

It is difficult sometimes to reconcile 
to our ways of thinking the ways of 
what we are taught to believe is an 
all wise and inscrutable Providence. 
It is difficult, just now, to understand 
why big hearted, noble-souled Ike Dal- 
rymple should be taken and some of 
us, lacking his capacity for good in 
the world, should be left. Isaac Dal- 
rymple was a man. Somehow it does- 
n’t seem as though this generation 
was producing many such. He had a 
great capacity for love. His family 
and his friends have felt the benedic- 
tion of it. He had a great capacity 
for sympathy toward those in sorrow 
and distress. Friends, neighbors and 
passing strangers have felt the up- 
lifting and encouraging influence of it. 
He had a great capacity for service. 
His community, his town, his county 
and the State have fu.t the benefit of 
it. He was a man, possessing and ex- 
ercising those attributes which make 
man kin to his Creator. The world is 
better for his having lived in it. That’s 
the best and highest tribute that can 
be paid to any man. E. S. M.”

THE ORIGINAL “THREE- 
TIME 30-LB. COW” 


We notice in your eastern edition 
of January 31, 1914, that the Cole 
Bros., of Ypsilanti, Mich., claim to 
have the only cow in the world that 
has produced over 30-lb butter each 
year for three successive years. This 
claim was also made a short time 
ago by Stevens Bros. Co., of Liver- 
pool, N.Y. 

It appears to us that these noted 
old-time breeders should get better 
acquainted with what is going on 
outside of United States. If they 
have ever studied their geography 
they will have noticed a place on the 
map marked Canada, where they have 
a cow that has made over 30 lb. each 
year for three successive years and 
averaged for the three years 32.57 Ib. 
butter. 

This cow is Jennie Bonerges Orms- 
by, owned by D. C. Flatt & Son, of 
Hamilton, Ontario. 

Jennie Bonerges Ormsby has made 
an average for three consecutive 
years of 126.64 lb. butter in 30 days. 

She is not only a 7 and 30-day cow, 
but is the only cow in the world as ¢ 
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two-year-old that has produced 832.90 
lb. butter in 865 days and dropped two 
calves in thirteen months (all rec- 
ords quoted are official). This cow 
has never been rested or dried to 
make a record. At the age of six years 
she has produced six calves and is 
again due in May, when we expect 
her to increase any previous records. 
She is now milking over 60 lb. a day. 
Following is a list of her records:

ANOTHER POINT OF VIEW. 


“Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia— 
The Best Bred Holstein Bull Living.” 

The above is a broad statement to 
make, but one that we believe is borne 
out by the facts.. 

One of the axioms of breeding is 
that “dams transmit through their 
sons—sires through their daughters.” 
Of course there are numerous excep- 
tions to this rule, and we. cannot ac- 
cept it as infallible. Another principle 
held by a majority of the best breed- 
ers is that a long succession of great 
producing and transmitting ancestors 
is more certain to produce the desired 
results than a few sensational records. 
This being the case, and bearing in 
mind the axiom given above, does it 
not seem reasonable to suppose that 
a son of K. P. Pontiac Lass, a 44-lb. 
daughter of a 34-lb. dam and King of 
the Pontiacs, would have an inherit- 
ance superior to a son of the 34-lb. 
cow in question, whose dam has no 
record at all? So much for his dam’s 
side. 

The writer of the Spring Farm King 
Pontiac 6th article speaks of the sire 
of the $15,000.00 bull having an 18-Ib. 
dam. Let us go back in the pedigree 
of Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th and 
see what the dam of the sire of 
Tweede De Kol Lass had. She had an 
A. R. O. record of 19.40 Ib. at ten 
years old. Flora Korndyke, the sire’s 
dam of the $15,000.00 bull, had an A. 
R. O. record of 18.08 lb. as a three- 
year-old made in the last days of 
June. In the pasture in endeavoring 
to carry this heifer over and have 
her freshen at a more favorable time 
for a test, she lost a calf and died 
before she could be tested again. Let 
us remember that the dam of Henger- 
veld De Kol had but a 15-lb. record. 
Paul Beets De Kol’s dam had but a 
19-lb. record, whether it was the fault 
of the owners of these cows that they 
did not have larger records, or that 
it was not in them, I do not know. 
However, they must have had trans- 
mitting blood in their veins to have 
been the dams of such wonderful 
sires. Flora Korndyke was sired by 


Korndyke Queen De Kol’s Prince, who 
to my mind is one of the best Korn- 
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dyke bulls living today. For individ- 
uality of his offspring I believe he 
ranks first, even ahead of Pontiac 
Korndyke. His dam in turn was the 
best daughter of the great Belle Korn- 
dyke. Flora Korndyke goes direct on 
her dam’s side to Rag _  Apple’s 
Clothilde Artis, the grandam of 
four great cows — Pontiac  Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d, Pontiac Rag 
Apple, Pontiac Artis and Pontiac Jew- 
el, two pairs of full sisters, while Flora 
Korndyke’s grandsire was by Pieter- 
tje Alban De Kol, a son of De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy, a very fine individual, 
ranking ahead of Hengerveld De Kol 
or Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De 
Kol in this respect. So much for the 
breeding of Flora Korndyke. Her sire, 
Old Prince, was knocked around from 
one place to another, but his great 
qualities became apparent when his 
daughters were placed in test. These 
daughters are well known to Holstein 
men: Lunde Korndyke, Jannek Albina 
De Kol 3d, Winana De Kol Korndyke 
and others. Whenever several daugh- 
ters of Old Prince are in a herd, any 
judge of Holsteins can pick them out 
from their square rumps, level backs 
and large good-shaped udders, and from 
their great individuality, as he gave 
these desirable characteristics to all 
of them. 

To sum up for Flora Korndyke, a 
cow of immense capacity and rare 
individual quality, her record is abso- 
lutely no criterion of her ability to 
produce. Her sire, the greatest Korn- 
dyke bull living today, was from the 
best transmitting daughter of the 
foundation cow, Belle Korndyke. 

The sire of the $15,000.00 bull, Sir 
Korndyke Cornucopia, a son of Flora 
Korndyke (previously described), was 
by the wonderful sire and show bull, 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, who 
has over 90 A. R. O. daughters, in- 
cluding fourteen with records above 
600 lb. milk in seven days—a greater 
number than can be claimed for any 
other sire of the breed. One of these 
produced over 29 lb. butter, 686.8 Ib. 
milk in seven days, 104 lb. milk in a 
day, from three-quarters of her udder, 
records that have never been ap- 
proached by any other cow with this 
handicap. 

Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, in 
addition to being a splendid individual 
himself, probably has more near de- 
scendants of national show-ring repu- 
tation than any other sire of the breed. 
Among the number are his sons—Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Jr., Sir 
Beets Cornucopia Netherland, and his 
grandson, Sir Spofford Beets. Good 
judges, on seeing Sir Korndyke Cor- 
nucopia, the sire of the $15,000 bull, 
have pronounced him individually ful- 
ly the equal of his famous brothers. 

Aagsie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 
comes rightfully by his good qualities. 
His dam, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, 
needs no mention: here, as_ every 
breeder recognizes her as the first 
34-lb. cow of the breed, and knows 
that she averaged over 100 lb. of milk 
per day for nearly thirty days. One 
of her daughters, a full sister to Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, has a 
31-lb. record, averaging nearly 95 lb. 
milk per day for 30 days. Aaggie Cor- 
nucopia Johanna Lad was by a son of 
the St. Louis Grand Champion, Sar- 
castic Lad, whose descendants com- 
bine superior individuality, heavy 








milking quality, and great persistency, 

The seven nearest sires in the $15,- 
000.00 bull’s pedigree have sired 23 
cows with records greater than 30 Ib.; 
the seven nearest sires in the pedigree 
of Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th have 
sired 19 30-lb. cows. Another genera. 
tion back the $15,000.00 bull is stil 
ahead by far. Each and every one of 
the ten nearest sires of the $15,000.00 
bull have produced at least one 30-Ib. 
daughter, the total for the ten being 
32. He carries more than 75 per cent 
the same blood as K. P. Manor Kate, 
the great world record-breaking two- 
year-old her dam being by the same 
sire as Sir Korndyke Cornucopia. This 
bull has a list of daughters that rank 
with the best. Barring accidents he 
will have more 30-lb. daughters in pro- 
portion to his total number of daugh- 
ters than any bull of the breed. Ajj 
of his daughters are straight on the 
backs, great’ individuals, with level 
udders and well-placed teats. These 
I suppose they received from that 18- 
lb. grandam. Each and every one of 
them will have a year record, a thing 
that can be said of few sires, if any. 

I do not believe in comparison of 
near relatives. I believe an animal 
should be judged more by all of their 
ancestors. The old saying is that 
“like produces like,” or likeness to 
some one of its ancestors. 

If Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia 
takes back to any one of his ances- 
tors, he surely will be great; and be- 
ing individually faultless, his dam and 
grandam being the greatest pair of 
the breed, and his sire being a bull 
of proven quality, and of the best 
Korndyke and Johanna breeding, it 
seems that Spring Farm Pontiac Cor- 
nucopia has a just claim not only to 
the rank of highest-priced bull, but 
also to the position of the best bred 
bull of the breed.
